This  was  built  by  Abial  J.  Towne  in  1857  for  his  son,  William  Towne  and  daugter, 
Mrs.  Charles  J.  Billings,  V/illiam  Towne’ s portion  (#116)  became  the  home  of  Gold- 
smith Bailey  and  later  Henry  Goggshall.  The  Billing’s  home  was  later  the  home  of 
Hon.  H.A.  Blood  and  later  Arthur  Patch, 


Henry  Goggshall  was  the  treasurer  and  general  manager  of  Fitchburg  Gas  and  Electric 
Go.  He  donated  land  for  the  City’s  largest  park.  Hiram  A.  Blood  (1833-1895)  was 
the  third  Mayor  of  Fitchburg  and  a prominent  railroad  builder  and  manager.  He  was 
the  president  of  Cleveland  and  Canton  Railroad. 

The  architecture  of  this  house  is  excellent.  The  Red  Cross  owns  plans  on 
which  are  listed  E.  Boyden  & Sons,  arch.  The  building  is  said  to 
have  been  remodelled  by  H.M.  Francis.

Architecturally,  this  home  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  in  Fitchburg.  It  is 
unlike  any  other  in  the  City. 

This  was  built  for  Mrs.  Cynthia  Willis  in  1845.  She  was  the  widow  of  Samuel  Willis, 
a promoter  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  along  with  Alvah  Crocker.  Her  son  was  Henry  A. 
Willis,  president  of  the  Rollstone  National  Barik,  treasurer  of  the  Worcester  North 
Savings  Institution,  and  president  of  the  Fitchburg  and  Leominster  Street  Railway 
Co.  He  also  lived  here.  Later,  Charles  FosdicK.  lived  here.  His  wife  was  the 
daughter  of  Henry  Willis.

Back  in  the  1850’s  when  a 
man  felt  under  the  weather  he 
headed  tor  a water  cure. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  today’s 
doctors  would  look  with  favor 
on  tlie  Spartan  regime  that  was 
certain  to  kill  or  cure,  as 
practiced  in  the  century-old 
brick  house  on  the  west  corner 
of  Grove  and  Prichard  streets, 
row  known  as  the  Medical  Arts 
Center. 

■ At  that  time  the  house  was 
located  on  Pearl  Hill  near  the 
junction  of  Pisher  and  Pearl 
Hill  roads.  Operated  by  Dr. 
William  M.  Barrett  as  a water 
cure  sanitarium,  it  was  called 
the  Invalids’  Retreat. 

The  water  came  from  the 
present  Mohican  spring  owned 
by  Harley  G.  Bowen  and  was 
believed  to  be  good  medicine 
for  any  ill. 

From  the  era  of  the  v/ater 
cure  to  the  age  of  aureomycin 
the  house  has  had  an  eventful 
life  numbering  among  its 
varied  owners,  four  physicians. 

Miss  Theresa  N.  Garfield, 
librarian  of  the  Fitchburg  His- 
torical Society,  from  time  to 
time  has  assembled  a record 
of  those  who  occupied  the 
building.

If  the  • invalids  did  ^not  re- 
treat 'after  this  chilly  treat- 
ment, they  went  through  an- 
other stint  in  the  afternoon  of  , 
more  cold  pack  in  sheets,  an- 
other bath,  more  exercise,  an- 
other icy  foot  bath  and  a walk. 
How  many  contracted  pneu- 
monia is  not  mentioned.  Some 
actually  survived  the  treat- 
ment <prohably  the  fittest)  and 
claimed  they  were  restored  to 
health.

“Doubting  Thomases”

Hitchcock,  bricks  must  have 
been  precious  as  rubies  for 
each  brick  \va.s  .'Jcrapccl  of  its 
yellow  paint.  The  house  was 
reassembled  brick  by  brick  at 
its  present  location.  Tiie  portion 
of  the  house  left  on  I’earl  Hill 
remodeled  into  tlic  present 
structure  is  now  occupied  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morton  A.  Klein. 

On  the  site  to  wliich  Dr. 
Hitchcock  laboriously  removed 
his  liousc  once  stood  the  lioinc 
of  Henry  A.  Willis  who  during 
his  youth  planted  tlie  large  elm 
cn  the  Priehard  street  corner. 
This  house  was  moved  next 
door  and  is  still  standing. 

Dr.  Hitchcock  was  highly 
esfeemed  in  his  profcssioiv  and 
his  advice  in  surgery  was 
often  sought  by  his  medical 
brethren.  A practicing  ph.v- 
sician  for  37  years,  he  settled 
in  Ashby  before  coming  to 
Fitchburg  at  the  rcqucsl  of 
prominent  citizens  in  1830. 


He  \\a.>  a 'I'l'inlicr  of  ilie 
board  ol  o\(':>ccr.s  ai  Harvard 
Lniversity,  Iravcied  m Kiiropc, 
and  was  elccied  inrec  times  lo 
the  .slate  legislali.re  During  tlie 
Civil  War,  (.lov.  Andrew  ap- 
pointed him  brigade  surgeon  m 
Burnside’s  o\pediiioii,  a ])o^l 
lie  cvciiuiaily  declined,  but 
during  the  war  lie  speni  one 
fifth  of  liis  lime  in  care  of 
sick  and  wounded  soldiers  of 
iMassacliusolts  on  the  field  and 
at  home. 

Dr.  Hitchcock  died  in  1874, 
leaving  his  third  wife  and 
several  sons  and  daughters. 
His  son.  Dr.  Alfred  0.  Hitch- 
cock, lived  m the  house  for  a 
time. 

Barn  Added 

A large  liarn  had  been  added 
by  Dr.  Hitciicock  ijr.  and  in 
later  years  lliis  was  converted 
into  iwo  apartments. 

John  .Mallicr  and  family  lived 
in  the  house  for  a time  fol- 
lowed by  another  physician  in 
1890,  Dr.  Jolm  W.  Stimson  vvlio 


came  here  from  Lunenburg 
and  occupied  the  first  floor.  Dr. 
Hitchcock  s widow  and  daugh- 
ter Sophia  lived  on  the  second 
floor. 

Like  Dr.  Hitchcock,  .Sr.,  Dr. 
Stimson  was  well  known 
throughout  the  area  and  highly 
regarded. 

In  1891  Mrs.  Hitchcock  sold 
tlie  house  to  Junes  Warren 
Wilder,  a well-to-do  business 
man,  president  of  tlie  .lutterick 
Pattern  Co.,  having  been  the 
first  traveling  salesman  lor  the 
company  in  its  early  years. 

The  Buttcrick  patterns  known 
throughout  the  world  were 
ongimted  in  Fitchburg  by 
Fbenezer  BuUcrick,  a merchant 
tailor  who  conceived  the  idea 
that  graded  patterns  would  be 
a convenience. 

The  first  patterns  were  cut 
June  16,  1863.  Rooms  were 
lenicd  for  the  purpo.se  in  the 
old  Academy  building.  The 
plant  soon  removed  to  New 
York  and  the  business  was  cn- 


Mr.  Wilder  was  also  prc,sident 
of  the  Cheshire  Improvement 
Co.  of  Rindgc  and  New  Ips- 
wich, N.  H.,  an  elaborate  stock 
raising  enterprise  begun  in 
1882  and  taking  12  years  to 
complete.  It  comprised  7000 
acres,  had  500  head  of  cattle, 
200  horses  and  everything  else 
on  the  same  large  scale.  The 
small  village  complete  in  itself 
was  known  a “Timbertop.” 

Atihe  death  of  Mr.  Wilder  in 
1894  his  widow  and  family 
moved  to  New  York  city. 

Joseph  H.  Small  bought  the 
property  in  1912,  occupying  a 
part  of  it  and  renting*  the  rest 
for  light  housekeeping.  Among 
the  tenants  was  a well-known 
dressmaker.  Miss  Annie  Dee. 

Mrs.  Mary  H.  Marshall, 
widow  of  Frank  Marshall,  lived 
there  for  many  years,  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Percy  H.  Sa/ford  also 
made  their  home  in  the  house 
for  a brief  period. 


• 'In  192S  the  Caledonia  As- 
sociates composed  of  Clan  Les- 
lie of  Scottish  Chiefs  bought 
the  property  for  a home  for  tlie 
order  but  plans  did  not  materi- 
alize and  in  1942  the  building 
was  sold  to  William  Hay  and 
James  C.  Andrew. 

Mr.  Andrew  sold  his  interest 
to  Mr.  Hay  and  about  Xoveiii- 
ber  1952  the  house  was  pur- 
chased by  the  Medical  Arts 
Trust,  renovated  to  provide 
office  quarters  for  seven  phy- 
sicians, and  opened  on  April 
16,  1953  as  the  Medical  Arts 
Center,  once  more  sheltering 
Fitchburg  physicians. 

Water  is  no  longer  regarded 
ax  a cure  for  all  ills  but  it  is 
still  used  in  the  practice  of 
medicine.  In  state  hospitals 
disturbed  patients  arc  quictcil 
by  inimersion  in  tubs  of  wai  in 
water.  Hydrotherapy  is  im 
portant  in  the  treatment  of 
afflictions  such  as  polio. 

And  a drink  of  Mr.  llowen’s 
pure  spring  water  still  tastes 
as  good  in  ]9.'6  as  in  the  days 
of  tlie  Invalids’  lietreat.
